THE LATE REV. PHILIP SEXTON. 


Former LowBll Priest Died 


South Boston 


BOSTON, Oct. 16.—Rev. Philip 
F. 


Sexton died last evening at 7.30 at the 
lome of his brother, Thomas J. Sex- 
on, 823 East Third street, South Bos- 
ton. 


Until about six weeks ago Fr. Sex- 
on was a curate with Bishop John J. 
Brady in SS. Peter and Paul's church, 
South Boston. 
Through his remark- 


able zeil and toll in the work of that 
mrish, notably his having full charge 
of the very successful field day in Au- 


'ust, 
he was near breaking down in 


lis health when he was ordered 
to 


,ake 
a rest and has been endeavoring 


to recuperate since. ' 
. For three weeks he has not been in 
the best of 
health. -He was 
taken 


down with acute bronchitis, which de- 
veloped into pneumonia, his death oc- 
curring quite unexpectedly last even- 
ng. He was conscious to. the 
last, 


with his brother and others gathered 
ibout his bedside, and calmly 
and 


peacefully he passed away. 


For 27 years Rev. Fr. Sexton 
had 


fulfilled the duties o£ his sacred call- 
ing as priest. He was 
particularly 


successful In managing bazaars, fairs, 
leld days and such occasions to secure 
funds for the churches with which he 


-as connected, and there was 
none 


who took greater delight In this mag- 
nificent work and secured such splen- 
did results. 
He was at one time .stationed at'St. 


Patrick's church in Lowell. 
Born in Lawrence in 1857 of Thomas 


and Elizabeth Sexton, he attended the 
schools of his native city and gradu- 
ated from the high school in 1876: 
From there he went 
to 
Villanova, 


Philadelphia, where he remained one 
year preparing for the study necessary 
for the priesthood. He then went to 
the seminary at Niagara Falls, where 
he made his study 
in 
philosophy, 


and 
thence 
to 
Baltimore 
semi- 


nary, where he completed his studies 
ind was ordained by Cardinal Gibbons 
Dec. 
24, 1882.- 
His first assignment was 
to 
the 


church of tho Star of the Sea 
In 


Beverly. 
Four years later he 
was 


transferred to Cambridge, where 
ho 


was for several years assistant to Rev. 
John Orr, and then he \vont to Jamai- 
ca Plain, where he was 
for 
seven 


;ars assistant to Mgr. Magcnnis. 
He was later assistant to Rev. Philip 


T. O'Donnell at 
St. Philip's church, 


Harrison avenue, and in June 18 
l.H) ho 


was promoted and

pastor

Merrhuac, where he remained

DISSOLUTION 
OF PARLIAMENT. 


According to the best authorities, a dissolution of (lie British parlia- 


nient is imminent, but King Edward is doing what he can to bring about 
« compromise by which the house of lords may be saved from the impendin 
wrath of the people. The king seems to have.more success in conciliating 


; opposing forces outside his empire than within. His influence in the inter- 
ests of international peace has been felt nil over Europe, but the problem 
he has at home a't tho present time is one in which the contending parties 
are'morc difficult to manage. The issues involved arc mainly the revalua- 
tion and taxation of all the land in England, together with (he question of 
curtailing the power of the peers so that they shall not hereafter negative a 
popular measure sent them once, twice or three times by Ihe commons. 


The people have reached a stage at which they are no longer willing to 


allow this privileged- class to hold a veto power on all popular legislation. 
It looks as if the aristocracy of England were about to sustain a severe 
shock in being shorn of much of its hereditary power and privilege. 


HIGH 
PRICES 
AND THE 
CAUSES. 


The high cost of living concerns everybody in this country, and whilo 


bandreds. of thousands pay .prices they can ill-afford for the necessities oi 
life, very few ever stop to ask the reason why. It is well, however, (o know 
the.cause or causes of any condition of this kind dial bears down upon (he 
whole people, especially upon those who are poorest. 


In considering the direct causes of high prices, we must place in' Iho 


front rank the tariff under which trusts are enabled to fix whatever price 
they please upon their products, even when they control the entire output 
in their respective lines. 


Being protected against foreign competition, they combine l.o throttle 


domestic competition and thus they become the prime 
arbiters 
in 
the 


determination of prices for all the leading necessaries of life in this country. 


The importer has to pay a high tariff on what he imports. This tariff 


is charged to the consumer so that where an article is not controlled by a 
trust its price is increased by the amount of the tariff imposed, together 


•with the amount of profit asked by the selling houses. 


Thus it is that we have to begin with 'fictitious values in this country, 


greater by far than are to be found in any other country in the world. This 
condition has prevailed for years, but when high prices are spoken of as 
relating to this country alone, we presume that reference is made to the 
piesent prevailing prices in their relation to 
the 
prices 
that 
usually 


prevail here. 


Hence it is pertinent to inquire why prices are higher this year than 


last or for many preceding years. \There are several causes, the principal 
of which is the great yearly output of the gold mines which makes money 
more abundant than before. 


In 3896 tho world's output of gold was $200,000,000; ten years later it 


had just doubled, and in 1907 it was $410,000,000. This steady increase 
indicates that the annual production of gold will eventually reach or exceed 
$500,000,000. 


This increase in the output of the yellow melnl is a world event, affect- 


ing other countries, especially those that have a. gold standard ns well us 
the United States. But since 1896 the amount oC money per capita in cir- 
culation in this country has increased from $25 to $35. 


The natural result of this increase in our circulation has been to make 


the supply of money more plentiful, and the natural consequence is, that 
the prices of commodities and labor go higher.' There are other causes .to 


which our present spasm of high prices may be attributed. 


The increase in our population and a falling off in the production on 


the farms of the country hove made the supply of food somewhat deficient, 
and as a result we have dollar wheat, with beef, eggs mid flour higher per- 
haps than ever before. Moreover the labor unions of the country are active 
in pushing wages up and in pushing- the hours of labor down. They have 
certainly succeeded in putting up the rate of wages very generally and have 
'succeeded also in reducing the hours of labor; but this is done in the exer- 
cise of their rights.

year. 
A statement "ust compiled, by 


the bureau of statistics 
shows . that 


during the year which ended,'Juno-30 
last, a year of declining-export's'in our 
trade as a whole, mineral oils sh 
a- gain of over 100 million, gallons in 
sales to foreign countries, and a gain 
of nearly 2 million dollars in value. 


The growth of the .mineral oir in- 


dustry IB a marked example of the de- 
velopment of domestic 
Industries .in 


the United States. Production .in the 
prilled States increased eightfold .since 


1378, 
quadrupled since 1890, and more 


than trebled in the last ten.years. In

less than that of the single state of 
Texas (11.2 million barrels) 
in 'iD'OS.

HIGH 
PRICES AND THE 
CAUSES. 


Wie high cost of living concerns everybody in this country, and while 


hundreds of thousands pay prices they can ill-afford for the necessities of 
life, very few ever stop to ask the reason why. It. is well, however, to know; 
(he cause or causes'of any condition of this kind that bears down upon tho 
whole people, especially upon those who are poorest. 


In considering the direct causes of iiigh prices, we must place in tho 


front rank the tariff under which trusts are enabled to fix whatever price 
they-plense upon their products, even when they control 'the entire output 
in their crpeclive lines. 
. . 


Being protected against foreign competition, they combine to throttle 


domestic.competition and thus they become the prime arbiters 
in 
the 


determination of prices for all the leading necessaries of life in this country. 


The importer has to pay a high tariff on what he imports. This tariff 


is charged to the consumer so that where an article is liot controlled by a 
trust its price is increased by the amount of the tariff imposed, together 
with the amount of profit asked by the selling houses. 


Thus it is that we ha-vo to begin with fictitious values in this 'country, 


greater by far than are" to be found in any o'ther country in ih'e world. This 
condition has prevailed for years, but when high prices are-spoken of as 
jelatmg to this country alone, we presume that reference is made to the 
present prevailing prices in their relation to 
the prices 
that 
usually 


prevail here. 


Hence it is pertinent to inquire why prices- are- higher this year thim 


last or for many preceding years. There-are govern! causes, the principal 
of which is the great yearly output of the gold mines which makes money 
more abundant than before. 


( 
In 1896 the world's output of gold was $200,000,000; ten years later it. 


bad jnst doubled, and in 1007 it was $430.000,000. 
This steady increase 


.indicates that the annunl production of gold will eventually reach or exceed 
$500,000,000. 
' . This increase in ibe output of the yellow metal is a world event, aiTeet- 
•ing other countries, especially thoso that have a gold standard as well as 
!the.Ucitcd States. But since 3896 the amount of money per capita in cir- 
culation in this country has increased from $25 to $35. 


The natural result of this increase in our circulation has been to make 


the supply of money more plentiful, and the natural consequence is, Unit 
'the prices of commodities and labor go higher. There arc other causes to 
,which our present spasm of high prices may be attributed. 


The increase in our population and a falling off in the production on 


. the farms of tho country have made the supply of food somewhat, deficient. 


and as a result we have dollar wheat, with beef, eggs and flour higher per- 
haps than ever before. Moreover the labor unions of (he country arc active 
in pushing wages up and in pushing the hours of labor down. They have 
certainly succeeded in putting up the rate of wages very generally and have 
succeeded also in reducing the hours of labor; but this is done in (lie exer- 


. cise of their 
rights. 


ID the increased cost of transportation and 
the merchandising of 


goods lies another factor in the higher pi-ices of commodities, and there 
seems to be but little chance of a reduction in any of these until greater 
competition comes into play. The express companies of tho country are 
practising extortion upon the merchants, and the only hope of relief lies in 
the early establishment of'cheaper methods ol'y expressing such as might 
result, from the inauguration of what is known as the trolley express. 


Great relief is expected from the trolley express in this slate, but a 


few short-sighted towns are holding up the franchise to (lie injury oi them-

Obtained • £ro'nr • flowers, we have col- 
e'ct'ed a handful of petals from the 
garden border, and, placing these in" a 
ipttle. with some..water, have, .hoped 
:or tgreat things. But on the morrow 
there has been'nothing but'an evil 
irnelling decoction which even the rosy 
imagination of "a child could not re- 
gard " a s a satisfactory-result. 
Of 


course very few of- the scents that are 
Sold in the shops are plain essences, 
being mostly of 
complex blending 


-hich can only be carried out after a 


certain amount of experimenting. But 


secure.' the sweet .fragrance from 


common garden flowers is an easy 
matter.- 
Generally speaking, it Is possible to 


become fully matured. It is.best'to 
gather 'the petals in the forenoon,. and 
it is quite necessary that the flowers 
should be quite devoid of any. moisture. 
Separate the liowers • into parts and 
spread them on a tray to dry for 
twenty minutes before using. 


It will now be necessary to secure 


some of the best salad oil. . Next get 
some pieces of wadding and a wide 
mouthed jar. Now with a pair of 
sharp scissors cut the wadding Into 
rounded pieces which may be .Ittcd in 
the jar. Pour a quantity of the oil into 
a pic dish and place the pieces of wad- 
ding in tho bottom. Stir them well 
about with a fork so they will get 
thoroughly soaked. 
Before starting 


the next stage be sure' that tho Jar Is 
perfectly clean. At this point sprinkle 
a layer of salt at the bottom of the jar 
and cover with a layer of petals. Over 


across tho mouth. 
It will. be; found 


that the expressed oil Is highly per- 
fumed, and the quality of. the scent 
thus-made, is superior to that usually 
bpught in the shops.

It is generally desirable to dilute tho 


essence, and for this purpose about ono 
part of the fragrant oil should be di- 
luted with three or four parts of the 
spirits of wine and tho mixture put in 
a rather largo bottle and well shaker^ 
together. 
The operation will not'bo 


complete-until the oil has been broken 
up into small particles and evenly dis- 
tributed throughout the spirits. When- 
completed keep tho extract In air tight 
bottles.

Making T erfume from Flotoers 


PETALS ON'TRAY TO 
DRAINING OFF THE OIL. 
SALTINQ FLOWERS, 


M 


OST of us as children, have 
. attempted the manufacture 


of perfume. Hearing from 
our elders that scents were 


btained from flowers, we have col- 
ected a handful of petals from the 
arden border and, placing these in a 
ottle with some • water, have hoped 
or great things. But on the morrow 
here has been nothing but an evfl 
melline decoction which ev'en the rosy 
magination of a child could hot re- 
gard as a satisfactory result. 
Of 


ourse very few of the scents that are 
old in the shops are plain essences, 
lelrig mostly ot complex 
blending 


vhich can only be carried out after a 
Certain amount of experimenting. But 
o secure the sweet fragrance from 
common garden flowers is an easy 


Generally speaking,- It Is possible to 


secure the perfume from any flower 
vhlch is very strong scented. The rose, 
•lolet, lavender and tuberose may bo 
.nentloned as 
four typical 
flowers 


vhich invariably yield good results. 
n the case ot every bloom there Is a 
short period when the fragrance is 
most intense. The period is not, as is 
commonly supposed, immediately after 
ho blossom has opened, but, rather, a 
'cw hours later when the' organs have 


beconie fully matured. It "Is best to 
gather the petals In the forenoon, and 
It is quite, necessary that the flowers 
should be quite devoia of any moisture. 
Separate the flowers intp parts and 
spread them on a tray to dry for 
twenty minutes before using. 


It will now be necessary to secure 


some of the best salad oil. Next get 
some pieces of wadding and a wide 
mouthed jar. 
Now with n. pair of 


sharp scissors cut the waaaing Into 
rounded pieces which may be -Itted In 
the jar. Pour a quantity of the oil into 
a pie dish and place the pieces of wad- 
ding in the bottom. Stir them well 
about with a fork so they will get 
thoroughly soaked. 
Before starting 


the next stage be sure that the jar Is 
perfectly clean. At this point sprinkle 
a layer of salt at the bottom of the jar 
and cover with a layer of petals. Over 
tho petals place a section of the oil 
soukea wadding, and In this fashion 
fill the Jar. Cork the Jar securely, and 
the sooner it Is hermetically sealed the 
hotter. Stand the Jar In the sun,'as it 
is really under tho. Influence oC the 
solar rays that tho flowers yield up 
their best perfume. The Jars are left 
In tho sun for ten days, At the end ot 
this time unseal tho jar and drain tho 
oil away through a piece of muslin tied 


across the mouth. It will b« found 
that the expressed oil i? highly per- 
fumed, and the quality of the scent 
thus made is superior to that usually 
bought in tho shops. 


It is generally desirable to dilute the 


essence, and for this purpose about one 
part of the fragrant oil should be dir 
luted with three or four parts ot the 
spirits of wine and the mixture put In 
a rather large bottle ana well shaken 
together. 
The operation will not he 


complete until the oil has been broken 
up Into small particles and evenly dis- 
tributed throughout'the spirits. When 
completed keep the extract in air tight 
bottles. 
As has been Indicated, a groat parl 


of the 'art of scent making Includes the 
judicious blending of tho pe'rfumes 
and for this some ot the strongly aro- 
matic herbs arc used. The most diffi- 
cult point Is to keep the various scents 
In their true proportions so that ono 
may not be unduly prominent. A very 
pleasing fragrance may be made by 
combining rose leaves and lavencler to- 
gether, but very much less 6£ the 
strongly scented aromatic herb mus
